An 
hour before the services began the 
casket was brought down stairs from the 
room in which Mrs. Harrison died 
placed in the center of 
the room Girectly underneath the 
middle chandelier. The body lay with the 


W@kd to the south. At either end of the 


casket stoodan immense sago palm, whose 
gracefully waving branches reached nearly 
to the ceiling of the magnificent apartment. 


- When the doors were thrown opento admit 


the first arrivals the scene was strikingly 
beautiful. The chandeliers cast a flood of 
mellow light, the windows having been 
darkened. The several mantelpieces were 
banked with ferns and flanked at each end by 
a larger palm, 

Around the casket were grouped tne great 
wealth of floral offerings, through which. 
friends of Mrs. Harrison present and absent, 
testified totheir appreciation of her worth 
while living andtheir sorrow at her death. 
They filled all the space dteach side of the 
casket almost to the windows on the east and 
the door tnto the corridor onthe west, con- 
necting the apartment with the private por- 
tion of the house. . 
mAt the head stood the cross sent by the Re- 
publican State Central Committee of Call- 
fornia, made of white chrysanthemums. 
From the angie of the cross was suspended a 
Wreath of yellow chrysanthemums, and 


” against the base rested another of red roses 


and palms, Opposite at the foot was a mas- 
sive crown, the gift of the New York City 
Chapter of the Daughters of the Revolution. 
It was composed of chrysanthemums and 
white roses,and rested upon a base of violet.

FUNERAL SERVICES. 

Some time before the hour for the begin- 
ning Of the service the personal friends of 
the family began to arrive and were shown to 
seats by the ushers—Commander Cowles and 
Lieut. Clover of the navy, Lieut. A. A. Fray 
of the army and Mr. D. D. Miller, son of the 
Attorney-General. it had been ar- 
ranged that the first row of seats 
at the foot of the «casket should 
be occupied by the family, the next by the 
most intimate friends, and the remainder by 
the employes and servants of the house. The 
first row on the north was assigned fo the 
Cabvinet and Private Secretary Halford, the 
second tothe Supreme Court, and the re- 
maining rows to other friends without spec!i- 
fication. .The justices ofthe Supreme Court 
were ail present, except Justice Lamar, who 
was not able to attend on account of ill 
health. 

Just before 10 o0’clock Mr. Blaine entered, 
accompanied by Mrs. Biaine and his daugh- 
ter, Harriet, and the ex-Secretary was seated 
beside Gen. Proctor, his old colleague in the 
Cabinet. Mr. and Mrs. Whitelaw keid en-

The Carnegie Strikers Advised to Return 
' é to Work. . , 
Braver Fats, Pa,, Oct. 27.—The citizens’ 
meeting at the Sixth Avenne Theater last 
night was attended by fully 1,000 people,many 
of whom were strikers. Speeches were made 
by'a number of business men which were 
frequentiy hissed. The speakers ad- 
vised the men to resume work, Reso- 
lutions were passed indorsing the action 
of those who held the conference with the 
Carnegie company, offering moral and civil 
support to the company, and requesting them 
to start the mills at once. At the close of the 
speeches an attempt was made by the 
strikers to capture the meeting. By a pre- 
concerted movement, when a motion was 
made to adjourn, prolonged cries of 
‘*"No’’ drowned the Chairman’s voice, 
and a striker named Brown was forced 


on the Stake. Brown began to call the meet- 
ing to order and the citizens who had rented 
the hall tried to prevent it, Ike Broome, fol- 
lowed by a dozen others, rushed on the stage 
and endeavored to take possession of it, off- 
ering money for the use of the hall, At this 
point it needed but a single blow to

finally prevailed upon torefuse to allow the 
meeting to proceed further and Brown peace- 
fully submitted to his wishes. During these 
proceedings the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed and twice an attempt was made to 
turn out the lights, which would surely have 
brought on a terrible riot.

CARMAUX, Oct. 27.—The striking miners are 
disappointed at Premier Loubat’s award 
chiefly because all the rioters are not to be 
reinstated.

pany. The Western Electric Co. is the prin- 
cipal concern that the union is now fighting, 
but this boycott will in a measure affect the 
smaller firms, as they are sometimes obliged 
to buy their goods from the Western Co.

Daring Burglars Takes $800 
~ From a Safe at Nameoki. 


They Escaps From the Scene With 
‘ Their Booty. 


THE ROBBERY CREATES GREAT EXCITE- 
MENT IN THE TOWN. 


A Man Supposed to Be One of the Rob- 
bers Played a Guitar in the Streets 
Early in the Evening — The Marshal 
Visits St. Louis — A Negro’s Attempt 
to Kill His Wife With an Ax— Police 
News. 


NAMEOKI, Ill., Oct. 27,—Safe blowers struck 
the town last nightand made a good haul. 
Some time during the nightfrom six to eight 
men forced open the door of Post- 
master C. Hunueman’s grocery, 
feed store, saloon and post-office 
and taking a 438,000-pound safe _ rolled 
it across the street toavacant lot when they 
battered off the hinges and blew the safe all 
to pieces. They stole $800in cash belonging 
to Mr, Hunneman but did not.disturb the 
stamps, of which there were $114 worth In the 
safe. Huanneman offers $200 reward for the 
capture of the burglars. 

COMES TO 8ST. LOUIS. 

Hunneman came to the city 
to report the rob- 
bery. Mr, Hunnemann in giving 
his statement to Chief Désmond, said 
the town was wild with excitement and were 
scouring the country roads about with the 
hope of catching them andit they did they 
would probably lynch them. . His clerk -had 
been sick for a week and he had not had an 
opportunity to come to St. Louls to deposit 
his money during that time, hence it accu- 
mulated. Last night, he said, there 
was a suspicious character parading around 
the street playing a guitar and sing- 
He was seen around the Past- 
office a great deal and then suddenly 
disappeared. During the night the door was 
forced open and the thieves entered. They 
seemed to care for nothing but 
the safe as they did not -dis- 
turb anything in the grocery. or 
saloon... They rolled the safe to the door anu 
turping it over rolled it end over end 
across the street a distance of sixty 
feet to a pair of pubiic scales on 
a vacant lot and then proceeded to demolish 
it. They broke off the hinges witha sledge 
hammer they stole from a 
blacksmith shop near by...and. drilled 
a hole near the lock with 
abrace and bit which they left on the scene 
and which no one identified as naving been 
stoten the village. They put 
a big of powder in the 
hole and blew the door completely 
off the safe. They left the stamps but took 
the cash, Mr, Hunnemann did not discover 
his loss untit this morntnmg: » He said he sus- 

ected a gang of men who had camped 
nm the woods near Nameoki for the past iew 
days. ‘There must have been at least 
eight ‘of them, he said, for it would 
have been impossible for as many as 
six men to turn the safe over. The men were 
gone from the woods this morning. This 
robbery has aroused the citizens of Nameoki 
as itis the greatest of asecries of roberies 
which have been going on for seme time, 
About a month ago Mr. Hunnemafn’s 
house was entered and $60 stolen. Last 
Monday night the house of Wm. Warren was 
entered and $104 taken. In each case the back 
door was forced by the thieves. Mr. Hunne- 
mann says hewlll give a reward of $200 and 
said the citizens will increase the reward.

FIVE HUNDRED CONVICTS ENGAGE IN 
THE MELEE. 


Police Aid Called From the City to Quel] 
the Disturbance—Ringleaders of the 
Uprising in Close Confilnement—Tried 
for Wife Murder—White Caps in Indi- 
ana—Crime News. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 27.—A serlous outbreak 
occurred at the House of Correction about 9 
o’clock this morningw’ One officer and one 
prisoner were badly but not seriously in- 
jured. Thetrouble arose from four prison- 
ers being denied the privileges of the yard. 
This caused much feeling among the other 
prisoners, 500 of whom rose in revo& and re- 
fused to go to work, and with chairs, flat 
irons and allthe other articles belonging to 
a tailor shop seriously assaulted the officers 
incharge. Themenwho were refused the 
privileges of the yard are the men who es- 

aped last July and were soon recaptured, 
since when they tinve been kept in close con- 
finement. This caused much sympathy 
amongst the other prisoners, one of whom 
became unruly yesterday and attacked, with 
atallor’s goose, an officer who attempted to 
take him from a work-shop, striking him on 
the head. Although almost stunned, the 
officer grappled “with his agsallant a 
fell tothe foor. Other prisoners joined in the 
attack On thé officer. “The noise of theetrug™ 
gle brought other officers tothe scene and 
the trouble was quelledand the unruly pris- 
oner andthree others were lockedup. At 
this, about seventy-five other prisoners re- 
fused to go to work unless the four men were 
released, but were induced by Warden Whit- 
ton to work until they could see one of» the 
commissioners. This morning four more 
ringleaders of yesterday’s riot were 
locked up and the S86@ prisoners 
were marched out to the workshops. 
The men in several shops again rose in re- 
volt, armed with everything they could pick 
up, and attacked the officers. The police 
were quickly summoned and 175 men who 
had been foremost in the last riot were 
locked up In their cells after something of a 
tussle. At noon some three hundred of the 
prisoners were working in the shops, the 
others being locked up, and no further trou- 
ble is expected. The Commissioners of Pub- 
lic Institutions are at the house and will in- 
vestigate into the cause of the revolt.

Late this afternoon the St. Louis Republi- 
can Club will have an important meeting at 
its rooms on Broadway between Olive and 
Pine streets. Notices were sent out to all 
the members yesterday by Secretary Mark 
R. Chartrand. The object of the meeting is 


‘totake some action to restore the names of 


the negroes stricken from the registration 
rolis. Yesterday afternuvon between 6 and 6 
o’clock a conference was helc at the Repub- 
lican headquarters in the very dark room 
on the third floor in the rear of 412 
Market street. This is where the City 
Committee meets and fixes its cam- 
paign plans. The conference was 
attended by the entire committee—Tom 
Niedringhaus and Mark R, Chartrand of the 
8t. Louis Republican Club; Ford Smith and 
John A. Gernez, the attorneys for the Repub- 
lican Committee, and ‘E. P. Johnson of the 
United States District Attorney’s office. Sec- 
retary Kohifing and Mark Chartrand re- 
ported that the Democrats were running 
the revision, with the view of knocking col- 
ored men off the books by the wholesale. 
THREATS TO INDICT. 

Rohlfing suggested that the vigitance be 
continued and steps taken to indict the en- 
tire board, if any considerable number of 
Republican voters were disfranchised. In 
his remarks Rohifing said he considered 
Carlisle fair, but that Democrats 
claiming to be Republicans had 
been foisted on him, when he was selecting 
the revisors.

But wecannot indorse ex-Congressman 
Niedringhaus’ figures as to the benefits 
which the labor of the country will derive 
from taxes that have made tin-plate 92% 
cents.a box higher than it was before the 
price was first affected by the McKinley 
billin May, 1890, and $1.17 per box higher 
than it would be now if thetax had been 
left at 1 per cent. 

The passage of the McKinley bill raising 
the tin-plate tariff to 2 1-5 cents per 
pound, to take effect July, 1891, increased 
the price in English hands of the tin-plate 
we consumed in the year preceding that 
date by $4,000,000. Add this to the $6, 780,- 
000 we paid on it that year atthe old 
tariff rate, and we have .$10,780,000 paid 
on account of the tin tax before the 
McKinley rate took effect and added §14,- 
916,000 to the cost of the 678,000,000 pounds 
of tin plate we used between July 1, 1891, 
and June 30, 1892. Adding these taxes to- 
gether we find that we have for the sake 
of building up home industries and in- 
creasing the wages of labor, paid in two 
years $25,696,000 more for our tin than it 
would have cost us without any tax. 

What compensation have labor or the 
people at large received for that $25 , 696, - 
000 which tariff legislation has taken out 
of their pockets? 

The answer is found in Special Treas- 
ury Agent Ayer’s report, giving sworn 
returns of American manufacturers, show- 
ing that their entire production up to June 
30, 1892, was only 18,946,719 pounds, two- 
thirds of which was roofing plate coated 
with lead, a large part of the output being 
made of imported steel sheets merely 
coated here with imported tin by imported 
hands. 

Now if this home output had been all 
made of American plates and coated with 
tin to command the price of ‘‘cokes’’ or 
tinware tin, $5.8714, per box, its value 
would have amounted to only $669,316! 

If we credit this $669,316 to the tariff and 
admit that every dollar of it went into the 
pockets of labor, we find that this pitiful 
addition to labor’s receipts looks mighty 
small by the side of the §25,696,000 which 
McKinley legislation has taken out of 
labor’s pockets by raising the price of 
tin under pretense of protecting labor! 

These plain figures from official and un- 
disputed statistics show what a fraud upon

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DOING AN OFFICIAL. 


A newspaper could not conceive and ex- 
ecute a more ingenfous and effectual trap 
to checkmate the ambition of an official 
than the Republic has in the case of Circuit 
Attorney Ashley C. Clover. 

We showed yesterday how it had dem- 
onstrated by its own conduct that under 
his administration the lottery law could 
be violated with impunity. Every day 
for months the evicence of its 
contempt for him as the official charged 
with the prosecution of law-breakers was 
flaunted in his face by the Republic, and 
the proof of either his inefficiency or 
crookedness was trumpeted to the world.

Democrats, 16), and susp. he thinks, There 
will be a large erg «4 he a inks, of Alli- 
ance Congressmen South, which 
will be a loss to the Saaneutttn. while in the 
Northern and Western States the Repubii- 
cans will regain most of their losses of last 
year. Under the apportionment act of Feb. 
7, 1991, the next House will consist of 856 
members, an increase over the present 
house of 332 of twenty-four members. The 
increase is divided geographically as fol- 
lows: Alabama, Arkansas, California, Colo- 
rado, Kansas, Georgia, Michigan, Missouri, 
New Jersey, Oregon, Washington and Wis- 
consin one each; Illinois, Min Penn 
syivania and Texas two each, and Nepraska 
three members, or eighteen to Northern an 
six to Southern States.

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THE PROPOSED NEW SITE WILL ENABLE 
IT TO EXPAND. 


The City Mey Be Asked to Donate Twenty- 
five Acres of Forest Park to the Instt- 
tution—History of the School and List 
of Its Departments—Its Financial 


Condition. 


The contemplated removal of the Wash- 
ington University from Washington avenue 
and Seventeenth street to a site opposite the 
north side of Forest Park, as published in 
last evening’s PoOst-DIsPaTCa, created .con- 
siderable talk amongthe many friends and 
patrons of the institution. The University 
was founded at Seventeenth street and Wash- 
ington avenue thirty-fve years ago, 
with an advanced scientific class 
as a nucleus. Around this 
nucleus hag growna hall for almost every 
branch of intellectual advancement. The 
news of the proposed change was therefore 
read with much curiosity. The locality for 
which the University authorities have opened 
negotiations, isa plat of thirty-five acres, 
in the western part of a large tract owned 
by the Catlin Improvement Co. adjoining 
the north end of Forest Park. The Catlin 
Improvement Co. have been very 
anxious to have the new Park 
Restaurant built elsewhere than 
on the present site, which is nearthe pro- 


posed university grounds, 
CHANCELLOR CHAPLIN ON THE REMOVAL. 

Chancellor Winfield 8. Chaplin was seen 
to-day and asked tostate what information 
he had about the removalof the university. 
The project has been talked of by the Board 
of Directors of the University, and is at, 
present under consideration, but no conclu- 
sive results have as yet been reached. There 
are many reasons why the present site of 
the University should be abandoned. 
The noise of the heavy electric cars on Wash- 
ington avenue, the large manufacturies on 
every side of the University, anid the dirt 
which comes from these place is very injuri- 
ous to an Institution of learning where quiet, 
comfort and cleanly and pleasant surround- 
ings are desirable. When the University 
halls were built, the locality was a long dls- 
tance away fromtn3 eymauilt of the city, but 
time has wrought radical changes in this 
respect.* The university has reached the 
limit of expansion in its present quarters 
and cannot establish any new Gepartments 
or develop those already established for lack 
of room. This should not be said ofa large 
seat of learning which should be ever ex- 
tending its field of usefullness. 

‘*The new site near Forest Park which has 
been mentioned has many advantages. It is 
away fromthe noise and clatterof the city 
andsonear Forest Park that no objection- 
able sdloons or resorts of any kind could 
be asta bitshed within dangerous proximity 
of the, Dutidings on account ofa law which 
forbids the opening of saloons withina stat- 
ed distance of a 
The city might be 
the university the use of twenty-five acres 
of Forest Park, but the Directors will try tu 
get sufficient ground forall purposes, with- 
out asking fora Slice of Forest Park. If the 
university were established on atract as ee 
as the one proposed dormitories would be 
built to accommodate students from abroad. 
As at present established the University is 
unable to house any students. All 
the great Eastern universities have 
dormitories and the University of 
Chicago is erecting dormitories with a view 
to increasing the attendance of outsiders. It 
is a curious fact, which, the rollof the stu- 
dents proves, thatthe center of population 
of the Washington University city students 
is situated beyond Grand avenue. Thus it 
will be as convenient for the city students to 
go to Forest Park astocome to the present 
locality of the university. And this center of 
student population will continue to move 
westward, 

DEPARTMENTS OF TUF UNIVERSITY. 

**The university at present embraces the 
undergraduate and polytechnic departments, 
the Shaw School of Botany, the St. Louis 
School of Fine Arts, the St. Louls Law School, 
the St. Louls Medical College, the Missouri 
Dental College, the Smith Academy, Mary 
Institute and Manual Training School, Of 
these the undergraduate, the civil, mechan- 
ical and electrical engineering departments, 
the chemistry and botany departments would 
be removed to the new sitte.’’ The directors 
of the university are reticent on the 
subject of removal, and refer all inquiries to 
Col. teeorge E. Leighton, President of the 
University, who is at present out of the city, 

HISTORY OF THE INSTITUTION. 

The Wasbington University was formally 
inauguratea on April 22; 1857, with appro- 
priate exercises in University Hall, and an 
oration by Hon. Edward Everett in the Mer- 
cantile Library Hall. An advanced 
scientific class was organized at that 
time, the academy having been in 
operation three years. The college and Mary 
Institute were organizéd in 1859, and the first 
senior class was graduated in June, 1862. The 
Law School was organized in 1867. The 
Polytechnic School in 1870, the School of Fine 
Arts and the Manual Training School in 1879, 
the School of Botanyin 1885. The St. Louis 
Medical College, founded in 1842, was ad- 
mitted asa a of the University in 
1891; and the Missourt Dental College in 1892. 


ITS FINANCIAL CONDITION, 

The financial condition of the University 
has been very materially improved during 
the past three years by the addition to its 
various permanent funds of over $200,000. Its 
promeecy now consists of real estate and 

ulldings in actual use for educational pur- 
poses tanjacumbered). costing over $625,- 
000; of libraries, scientific apparatus, 
laboratories, casts, architectural models, 
machinery and other personal property in 
actual use in the various de- 
partments costing over $160, 000, 
and of investments for revenue in real and 
personal estate, derived from general and 
special endowments amounting to over 
$500,000. Ofthe additionstothe permanent 
funds, $100,000 was given Dy Mrs. Eliott, the 
wife of Dr. Ellott, the first Chancellor of the 
University, and the well-known pastor of the 
Charch of the Messiah.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 27.—The National 
Republican Committee awoke to the fact 
that Wisconsin is about to slip away frém 
their grasp. There has been a revolution in 
political sentiment since 1888. \ , 
1890, followingan uninterrupted succes- 
sion of Republican victories, since 1960 and a 
Republican plurality of 23,000 in 1888, the 
Democratic Governor was elected by a plu. 


rality of more than 28/000; eight Democratic |’ 


candidates for Congress out of the full repre- 
sentation of nine Congressmen were success- 
ful,and the Democratic plurality on the 
Democratic congressional vote was over 33,- 
000. The Legislature on joint ballot hada 
majority of thirty-four, with control -of both 
branches. 


‘Nothing has occurred since then to mate- 
rially set back the. political reformation. 
Gov. Peck’s sdministration has been honest, 
It has been 
thought that the judicial decision against the 
constitutionality of the new apportionment 
law might prove injurious to the Democracy 
Dut the general sentiment.of the State is ad- 
verse to the action of the judiciary, and it is 
not likely that a cry of gerrymandering can 
be effectively raised by a party that has for 
thirty years been resorting to that species of 


‘ political dishonesty with yet greater unscru- 


pulousness, The only doubt has been whether 
the desertions from the Republican party 
would extend tothe electoral ticket or be 
limited to State or local issues. 

The political revolution in the Western 
States has been due to two causes. First, 
the agricultural and laboring populations 
have had their eyes opened to the fact that 
they bave for years been Victimized, their 
markets restricted, their products depre- 
ciated, their farms mortgaged, their wages 
kept down In order that interests favored at 
Washington: might be unduly enriched and 
great corporations and monopolies created to 
overrun their States and crush out their 
power of resistance.. Next, Republican rule 
in the Western States has brought out all the 


objectionable features of the party—pater- 
nalism, intolerance, proscriptiveness and a 
determination to force every man to regulate 
his appetite and habits by its own code of 


morality. 

Both these causes have worked with effect 
in Wisconsin. A large proportion of its 
1,700,000 population is of German birth. The 
farmers are generally men of sound, prac- 
tical sense, and now that they find the Re- 
publican party squandering a surplus of more 
than $100,000,000, adhering to war taxation, 
and forcing through Congressa tariff bill 
which, while adding to the cost of nearly all 
the necessaries of life, fails toopena market 
fora pound of American pork ora barrel of 
American fiour,’’ they are not to be hood- 
winked, by appeals to former prejudices, into 
giving that party theirsupport.Especially are 
the German-Americans incensed aginst the 
Republican system of sumptuary legisla- 
tion and pros tive enactments . directed 
against the personal liberties®f the people. 
They have seenin the Western States pro- 
hibitory laws passed by Republican Legisla- 
tnres only to made a source of corruption 
and pecuilation by Republican officials. In 
South Dakota, for instance,total prohibitton 
isthelawof the State, yet in every town 
men are allowed to open andrun liquor and 
beer saloons without any restriction, provid- 
ingthey sign. an agreement to pay a fee or 
fine of $30a month for the privilege of vio- 
lating the law. This fine, could not,of course, 
be collected and is altogether illegal, soit is 
madea voluntary payment by the saloon- 
keepers for immunity. Iowais undera pro- 
hibitory law, but liqguoris sotdin the State 
along tne Nebraska border and the people 
of Nebraka, whose license. law forb?fds Sun- 
day selling, fock overto Iowa every Sunday 
to carouse In the open salooos of the Prohi- 
bition State. 

These are the things which have gradually 
weaned the German-Americans and others 
from Republicanism and that made the polit- 
ical revolution inthe State two years ago. 
The school law especially incensed the Ger- 
man Lutherans, as it was aimed directly. not 
at their nationality alone, but at their creed 
aswell. It was the entering wedge of an at- 
tempt tocrush out the German element in 
the te which seeks toeducate children in 
the German language and to bring themup 
in their school training, as well as in their 
homes, in the Lutheran faith. Under the 
guise of a compulsory education law, accom- 

ed by pains and penalties, it ignored as 
education the traininga child might getina 
German Lutheran parochial school or ina 
Catholic parochial schooil,and sought to force 
them all out of such institutions into the 
It was an assault on the nat- 
ural rights of parents and on the personal lib- 
erties of the people, growing out of the same 
spirit which built up the old Know-Nothing 
party and is seeking to revive it to-day under 
a newfform. 

The excuse for such legislation given by 
the Republicans is that the Germans are so 
bent on educating their children in their na- 
tive language that in many parts of Wiscon- 
sin a visitor might suppose nimself to be ina 
German town. The Republicans also ciaim 
that any school education of children in a 
religious belief is anti-American and op- 
— to the good of the Republic. The tssue

One German Lutheran paper has recently 
been bought by the Republican National 
Oommittee in a feeble attempt to stem the 
tide, butas the journal had already offered 
itself forsale to the Democrats, and as the 
fact that its volee is that of a paid advocate 
is well known, its influence among the 
sturdy, intelligent, honest Germans will not 
De felt for evil..
